direction perpendicular to said striking surface.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 2, 4, 
5, 6, 7, 8 and 10 are allowable over the prior art references of record because it would 
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not have been obvious to modify any of the prior art devices of record to include, in 
combination with a metal body and plate, a sighting fin having a horizontal sighting 
surface extending along the centerline of the body over the highest part of the body and 
further extending rearwardly from a region rearward of a plane containing a striking 
surface and proximal a boundary between the plate and a plane of a front face, with the 
fin further including edges located proximal said boundary and forming a pointer.
